1 . We are the same declarants that signed the Declaration and Power of 
Attorney for Patent Application ("the original Declaration") of Akira Nakano. Sung Chul 



Kim, Koichi Fukuda, Yasuhiko Kasama, Tadahiro Ohmi, and Shoichi Ono submitted in 
U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/442,539 ("the '539 application"), filed November 
18, 1999, that issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,349,670 ("the '670 patent") for Plasma 
Treatment Equipment, on February 26, 2002.

4. We, Akira Nakano, Sung Chul Kim, Koichi Fukuda, Yasuhiko Kasanna, 
Tadahiro Ohmi, and Shoichi Ono, believe that we are the sole joint inventors and the 
original and first inventors of the subject matter which is described and claimed in the 
*670 patent granted February 26, 2002, and for which a reissue of the *670 patent is 
sought on the invention entitled Plasma Treatment Equipment And Impedance 
Measurement Tool, the specification of which was filed on February 25, 2004 as 
reissue application serial No. 10/786,914. 

5. We have reviewed and understand the contents of the above-identified 
reissue application specification, including the drawings and the claims, as amended in 
the Preliminary Amendment filed with the request for reissue ("the Preliminary 
Amendment") and as originally filed in the reissue application serial No. 10/786,914 on 
February 25, 2004. 

6. We acknowledge the duty to disclose all information, which is material to 
patentability as defined in 37 CFR 1 .56(a). 

7. We believe that the original '670 patent is wholly or partly inoperative by 
reason of our claiming less than we had the right to claim in the patent. One error that 
is being corrected in the Preliminary Amendment is that we consider one aspect of the 
disclosed invention to cover plasma treatment equipment that comprises a chamber 
wall and a susceptor electrode having at least one of an electrode and an electrode 
shield, at least one of the electrode and the electrode shield being at the same DC 
potential as the chamber wall, wherein at least one of the at least one of the electrode 
and the electrode shield being at the same DC potential as the chamber wall is AC 



shorted to the chamber wall. Claim 1 of the original '670 patent, however, only recites a 
plasma treatment equipment in which a chamber wall and a susceptor electrode having 
the same DC potential are AC shorted to each other. At least this error is being 
corrected by adding new claims in the Preliminary Amendment, 

8, All errors corrected in this reissue application arose without any deceptive 
intention on the part of the applicants.
